“THE TORPEDO ATTACK. 


SYMPATHY FOR VICTIMS, 


Sr. Perenssura, October 27. 

Admiral Rodjestvensky. has telegraphed, 
concerning the North Sea incident, that two 
strange torpedo-boats were amongst the fishing 
boats. He expresses his regret at the death of 
the English fishetmen. 

Spain has authorised the Russian vessels to 
take on 400 tons of coal each. (Havas.) 


Sr. Pererspura, October 28. 

(Official), Two telegrams have been received 
from Admiral Rodjestvensky. The first one 
declares that two torpedo-boats, with no lights 
showing, attacked the leading vessel of the 

» fleet. The latter then swept the sea with her 
searchlights, and opened fire, whereupon the 
presence of several small steamers, resembling 
fishing vessels, was discovered. The fleet 
endeavoured to spare the latter, as soon as the 
torpedo-boats disappeared, ! 

The Admiral declares that no torpedo-boats 
accompanied his fleet. One of the strange 
turpedo-boats was sunk, The other, being only 
slightly damaged, remained till morning near 
the stnall steamers. ‘The fleet did not assist 
the latter because, in view of their obstinacy 
in crossing the Russian line, they were suspect- 
ol of complicity in the attack. Several of the 
fishing vessels showed no lights, and the re- 
mainder only put them out very late. 

The second telegrain’ stated that the fleet 
met fwhing boats ‘to th® number of several 
hundreds, and showed them every considera, 
tion, except where they were in company with 

_ foreign torpedo-boats. The Admiral went on to 
«ay "Lf there were also on the scene of the 
occurrence fishermen who were imprudently 
involved in this enterprise, 1 beg, on behalf of 
the fleet, to express my sincere regret for the 
unfortunate victims of circumstances under 
which no warship could have acted otherwise, 


even in time of profound peace.” (Hteuter.)

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THE RAILWAY COMMISSION: 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


—— 


As an erroncous idea seems to have arisen 
in some quarters as to the scope and objects of 
the recently-appointed Railway Commission, 
we are authorised by the Ministry of Finance 
to make the following statement. 

It has for some years past becomg more and 
more evident that the State Railways were 
unable to cope with the enormously increased 
traffic, and that sooner or later it would be 
imperatively necessary to incuf some consider- 
able expenditure in order to put them ona 
proper footing. 

Now that the paramount claims of the Irriga- 
tion and other Departments have been in part 
satisfied, and that the burden of taxation has 
greatly lightened, it may be hoped that the 
Government may before long find themselves 


‘1 in a financial position which will justify them 


in dealing with the Railway question and 
thereby meeting a universally-admitted want. 
A Commission, therefore, has been appointed 
charged with the duty of advising the Govern- 
ment as ‘to the manner in which money could 
most usefully be employed in extending and 
developing the Railway system. Incidentally, 
they will propose any further reforms which. 
their experience may suggest with a view of 
increasing the efficiency of the existing orga- 
nisation. 

How far their recommendations will be put 
into practice must depend upon the amount of 
funds at the disposal of the Government. 

The Commission consists of Lord Farrer, 
Mr. Oliver Bury, and Major Le Breton, all of 
whom are railway experts in their different 
Lord Farrer, 
we may, state, is a director of the Midland 
Railway Company and of the Underground 
Electric Railways Company of London, and in 
his younger days he setved an apprenticeship 
in practical railway work on several of the 
English lines. Mr. Bury has been general 
manager of the Great Northern Railway since 
July, 1902, before which date he was general 
nanager of the Buenos Ayres and Rosario 
Railway. He- began his railway career with 
the London «and South-Western Railway, and 
has had a varied experience both in England 
and South. America, Major Le Breton has 
been an inspecting auditor under the Indian 
Government railway administration. He is 
already in Cairo engaged in completing his 
examination of the Railway accounts, a task 
with which he was entrusted by the President 
of the Railway Administration in the spring. 
The other two Commissioners are expected in 
November, and it is hoped that their recom- 
mendations will be in the hands of the Govern- 
ment by the beginning of the new year.

RAMLEH ELECTRIC RAILWAY.|

CAUSE OF THE CABLE TROUBLE: 
A cotrespondent writes — ; 
- Some two and ahalf years ago the Alexandria 
and Ramleh Railway Company applied to the 


Egyptian Government for permission to lay a. 


high-tension cable from Karmous to Chatby. 
The Government consulted with the Alex- 
dria Municipality and a plan was 

upon as to how the cable should be laid 
and its depth, as well as the street align- 
ment which the cable was to follow. 
company laid the cable according to these 
instructions, and the work was duly inspect- 
ed under M. Principe, and also inspected 
by Mr. Graham, the then Administrator of the 
Municipality. The work was approved by Mr.. 
(iraham and M. Principe and found to be in 
accordance with the instructions of the Muni- 
cipality. About the time the work was finished 
the Municipality decided to relay Menasce- 
road, and in some places, in so doing, reduced 
the level of the road to within ten centimetres 
of the cable. At the beginning of this year 
the company decided to lay a reserve cable 
from Karmous to Bulkeley &0 “as to do away 
with any poesibility of breakdowns or of 
stoppages. The comparfy applied to the 
Government for permission to lay this extra 
cable.. In April, the company commenced 
to work from Bulkeley and had completed 
as far as the cometery adjoining the Rosetta 
Gate, when work was stopped by the 
Municipality because, technically, the formal 
permission to lay the reserve cable hady not 
been granted, ‘This permission was ‘not 
given until two months later, and the wotk 
had to be suspended during this time, Surély 
it would be advisable if the Municipality in 
future obviated such mishaps by advising the 
compahy a8 to what roads they were going to 
take up? Four or five times the cable has 


Municipality have been digging up the roads. 
If the control of the Ramleh Railway is to be 
handed over to the Municipality the poor 
company is sincerely to be pitied, for it will be 
far better under the Ministry of the Interior, 
which has a technical and capable electrical 
engineer to supervise. Only this week it has 
been discovered that the road at the" back 
of the German Hospital is to be lowered 
forty centimetres. Therefore the company is 
forced to relay the cable an extra forty centi- 
metres, Owing to this, a few days ago, when 
the trenches, were open for the purpose of 
lowering the cable, it was struck by lightning 
and was burnt to the extent of 150 metres. 
The Municipality is fully aware of all the 
work that is being done. Why, then, does it 
not advise the company as to what it intends 
to do with the different streets through which 
the cable passes ? 


CATTLE PLAGUE.

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‘SUDAN IRRIGATION. 


By Sir Hanbury Brown, K.C M.G., late In 
spector-General of Irrigation in Lower 
Egypt, and formerly in Upper Egypt. 


a Continued. 

In winter the Blue Nile discharge shrinks to 
from 400 to 200 cubic metres a second, or, in 
other words, to from 35 to 17 million. eubic 
metres a day, sufficient for a million acres, if 
we use the minimum discharge as determining 
the area, or for a million and a-half acres, if we 
use the mean discharge. 

In summer the Blue Nile discharge at 
Khartoum may be anything between 209 eubie 
metres a second and nothing. In 1903 fell 
to nothing. So that, . without storage of 
water, summer crops cannot be grown by 
irrigation from the Blue Nile. And so we come 
to the question of water storage, and to the 
consideration of the advantages offered by 
Lake Tsana as a reservoir 

Mr. Dupuis gives the area of Lake Tsana 
itself as 3000 square kilometres, and of its 
catchment, exclusiv® of the lake area, as 14,000 
square kilometres. The rainfall he assumes to 
be one metre per annum, falling almost wholly 
in the four months June, July, August, and 
September. The proportion of the rainfall that 
reaches the lake he takes as 25 per cent. The 
outflow from the lake is caleulated to be 
3,000,000, enbie metres a day as a mean for 
the year. 

Calculating in the same way as in the case of 
the White Nile lakes, we have the following :—~

Mr. Dupuis applies a check to these figures 
by making the calculation with independent 
data, and obtains the following figures, which 
are practically the same

This shows that evaporation disposes of 55 per 
cent, of the rainfall reaching the lake, and that 
the depth evaporated is 1-21 m. a year. The 
lake area is to the total catchment area as 3 
to 17. The range of levels in the lake is given 
as 14 to2m., and the average is said to be 1} m. 

From the foregoing calculations Mr. Dupuis 
concludes that the effective reservoir capacity 
of the lake is 3000 million cubic metres, and 
adds that it may fall to 2000 millions in a 
year of scanty rainfall, and rise to 5000 mil 
lions in a year of abundant rain. Sir W. Garstin 


accepts the figure of 3000 millions as pro- | 


bably obtainable. If, now, this total available 
volume is concentrated in the outflow of 100 
days—-a regulator, to be built at the outfall, 
being kept closed for the remainder of the year 
-—the discharge obtainable would be 30 mil- 
lion cubic metres a day, sufficient—allowing 
for loss on the way — tor about two million 
acres of land under perennial irrigation. But 
perennially-irrigated linds should, for the sake 
of rotation of crops, have a supply of water 
available at-all seasons. Now, we have seen 
before that the natural winter discharge of the 
Bine Nile is, at its lowest, sufficient for one 
million acres only. If, then, we make allow- 
ance for keeping up the Blue Nile discharge 
in winter to 300 cubic metres a second, so as 
to provide sufficient for a gross area of 
1,500,000 acres, the quantity available for 
storage for use during the 100 days-of sammer 
will be reduced to 2000 million cubic metres, 
and the gross area of land under perennial 
irrigation to 1,500,000 seres; and this is, 
apparently, the maximum that the Sudan can 
expect from the Blue Nile and Lake Tsana. 

There may be other reservoir sites still to 
be discovered on the Blue Nile itself or on its 
affluents ; but if favourable sites are found, 
there is still to be solved the problem of filling 
them, and at the same time of avbiding silt 

| deposit in the reservoir. In the pregent state 
f of want of knowledge concerning these rivers, 
\ there is little to be gained by doing more than 
‘mention the possibility. The study of this 
question is included in Sir W. Garstin’s list 

ws items 2 and 5. 

As regards the work necessary to convert 
lake Tsana into a reservoir to store 3000 
million cubic metres, Mr. Dupuis recommends 
a regulator being built at a site on the ont- 
flow channel about 10 kiloma. distant from the 
lake. The regulator would have forty openings 
of 3m. each, with its floor sunk 4m. below the 
high-wafer level in the lake; it would be 
capable of passing 80 million eubic metres a 
day—347 cubic metres a second—and would 
have to hold up 2m. head of water. The rock 
bed above and below the regulator would have 
to be eut down for some distance to form the 


phannels of approach and discharge,

Were such a reservoir made, a barrage near 
Wad Medahi would also necessary, to 
provide for the distribution of the sammer 
water to the lands lying tothe Gezireh, south 
of Khartoum between the White and Blue 
Niles, and to the lands on the right of the 
Blue Nile.

REDUCTION OF 


GARRISON 


To rae Evrron or rue Eoxrriay Gazerre. 

Dear Sir,—Since the Boer war successive 
Secretaries of State, Royal Commissions, and 
Committees have been proposing schemes for 
the improvement of the military defences of 
the Empire. Efficiency with a big E was at 
first the cry, but as the ‘anxiety caused by 
the war is gradually being forgotten,’ while 
its financial burden is ever with us, Economy 
is today a more alluring bait to dangle 
before the British taxpayer—and voter. And 
economy is the easier of the two to effect, 

To reduce expenses by disbanding some 
regiments in Great Britain would not appeal 
|much to the man in the street. But to 
| increase the home garrison and at the same 
time decrease expense is a valuable election- 
eering asset. For it must be borne in mind 
that any military unit is less in numbers 
‘and cheaper to maintain in England than 
' abroad; en paranthdse, it is also far less efficient. 
| In that unworthy letter from “Common- 
' sense,” which you published on the 21st instant, 
we are told not to protest because a protest 
would’ be futile. Surely it is atonce the duty 
and the privilege of every British citizen to 
protest. against anything which he thinks is 
| to the detriment of the Empire. As for saying 
j it is a sectional ora hole-and-corner agitation, 
) What does he mean? I have heard opinions 
adverse to the reduction expressed by all 
classes of the British community. Hole-and 
corner |would appear to apply only to the 
places o¢cupied by the correspondence in your 
valuable columns. How would he have one 
protest? Should with flags and 
banners through the streets crying, “Varus, 
Varus, give us back our lost legions!” To 
put the matter in a nutshell. Some two and a- 
half years’ ago, when the British barracks at 
Khartoum were finished, a British regiment was 
needed to garrison, that salubrious spot. It 
was not found possible to spare one from 
| Egypt and one was. brought from outside; thus 
increasing the Army of Occupation by one 
regiment. What is the vast change that 
permits Egypt to be suddenly denuded 
of all its English cavalry, all its English 
artillery, and one English battalion! Will 
“Common-sense” tell us? It must be a 
sudden one, for it was only discovered just in 
time to stop the usual reliefs. Or it must be a 
very subtle one to have eluded until now the 
keen eyes of Lord Cromer and Sir Eldon Gorst, 
each ever ready to effect any economy that 
does not impair the country. No one under- 
stands as well as the former the political and 
economic needs of Egypt. During the twenty 
years he has been here his work ‘has been that 
of a far-seeing and determined statesman. Every 
change has been gradual and long thought-out. 
‘This last change is in its nature so unlike 
what one has leatnt to expect that one may 
well pause and wonder who initiated it, When, 
in addition, one believes it not for the benefit 
of British interests in Egypt and not for the

THE ASSOUAN DAM AND THE TEMPLES. 


Te ras Eprron or rae Eovprian Gazerre. 


Sir,—I should be the last to cavil at the 
general trend of your leading article in to-day's 
Gazette, but at the same time I think you have 
failed to note some important points in the 
question at issue between the lovers of the 
pictaresque and of the past avd the iconoclasm 
of the Irrigation Department of the Ministry 
of Public Works. However much we may be 
thankful to Sir William (arstin and his band 
of English officials, who have made the Irrriga- 
tion Department a most striking sample of 
Anglo-Bgyptian efficiency, we may be some- 
what dubious as to the’ sympathy of these 
gentlemen when they have to decide between 
the {contending claims of Irrigation and 

| Egyptology. Even where ther is no question 
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of irrigttion the Public Works Department is 
by no means to be trusted as a conservator of 
ancient remains. I remember a striking case in 
point, Some time back,—about two years ago, J 
believe,—.vou published a letter trom Mr. 
Sumers Ciirke on the subject of the destruction 
vl an lutevesting shrine at Assouan by the Public 
Works Department. This letter of that distin- 
guished architect and archaeologist was a seath- 
ing indictment of the careless iconoclasm of the 
Public Works Department, and thera was no 
attempt on the part of the officials to contradict 
those serious allegations. If there had. been 
any loophole in Mr. Somers Clarke's charges | 
am sure the Public Works Department would 
have been only too delighted to have availed 
themselves of it. But they could not find 
one, and this serious example of the vandalism 
of that Department is a disquieting symptom 
to all those to whom the archaeological 
treasures of Egypt are a source of study and 
delight. For how can we be sure that that 
Department will be more careful in protecting 
the temples of Nubia? Philae is doomed and 
that most beautiful spot in Egypt has been 
sacrificed to the material exigencies of the fellah. 
But the raising of the Assouan Dam will 
extend the lake further into the second catar- 
act reach, and it is therefore incumbent on 
the Government to state what steps are to be 
taken to safeguard the temples in Nubia. 
Aesthetic culture is not a necessary concomi- 
tant of the curriculum of Cooper's Hill, and 
the alumni of that defunct institation, who 
now guide the destinies of the Irrigation De- 
partment, should not alone be consulted on 
this question. Doubtless Sir William Will- 
cocks will exclaim, “Let the dead bury the 
dead,” while Sir William Preece adorns the 
columns of the 7'imes with such expressions 
as “sentimental rot.” These gentlemen, how- 
ever eminent they may bein their special lines, 
are not, I submit, qualified in the slightest 
degree to discuss the value of the imperilled and 
anique vestiges of Egypt's past. The remarks 
of Sir. William Preece in his letter to the 7'imes 
are characterised by an ineptitude which makes 
anyone, who has the smallest pretensions to 
scholarship, shudder at their puerility. For 
example, he remarks, “Visitors ascending the 
Nile become surfeited with Ptolemaic and 
Roman parodies of pure Egyptian culture, and 
irritated with the political morality ‘which 
threw over the beauties of Greek arts to foster | - 
an effete and decaying civilisation.” Anybody 
who can pass such an unhistorical jadg- 
ment on the relations of Hellenism to the 
Egyptian cultus, whether in the Ptolemaic 
or in the Imperial epoch, stands self-con- 
demned. Hemaye an excellent engineer 
but he is quite unfitted to decide as to 
the claims of Philae or any other relic of 
antiquity in Egypt. Sir William Preece, Sir 
William Garstin, and Sir William Willcocks are 
great experts in special subjects, but they are 
no. more entitled to decide as to the claims of the 
temples vis-a-vis the Dam than is an expert 
chauffeur or a professional cricketer, and the 
Egyptian Government will be guilty of a gross 
abuse of its position as the trustee to the world 
for the priceless remains of the many civilisa- 
tions whichhave borne swayinthe Valley of the 
Nile, if it dogs not hearken to. the Egyptologists 
and the savants in their demands for -a 
guarantee of the seearity of the temples in view 
uf the raising of the Dam.
